ISSUES IN PAST WEEK. SECDEF SCHLF, SINGER VISIT AND PRESS 
CONFERENCES PRODUCED EXPECTED CONCLUSIONS THAT ANNUAL CONSUL- 
TATION ON SECURITY IS NEEDED AT CABINET LEVEL AND THA GREATER 
JAPANESE EEFORT IS NEEDED TO ENSURE OWN DEFENSE AND BOOST 

ROK SECURITY WITH ECONOMIC/TECHNOLOGICAL ASSISTANCE. 

MAJOR MEDIA FAULTED THIS OUTCOME ONLY BY CLAIMING IT OFFERED

WATCHING TRIP TO KARUIZAWA AFTER OFFICIAL TALKS ENDED. MEDIA 
ALSO CLOSELY EOLLOWED BUT PUBLICLY RESERVED JUDGEMENT ON 
INCIDENT OF NORTH KORAN SEIZURE OF JAPANESE FISHING BOAT WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REPORTED CASUALTIES AMONG CREW MEMBERS. 

2. SECDEF SCHLESINGER VISIT: DURING THREE-DAY JAPAN VISIT, 

SECDEE SCHLESINGER GAVE USIS-FACILITATED PRESS CONFERENCES FOR 
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JAPANESE PRESS CORPS AT JAPAN PRESS CLUBB AND FOR FOREIGN COR- 
RESPONDENTS AT AMBASSADOR'S RESIDENCE, RESULTING IN WIDE AND 
PROMINENT MEDIA COVERAGE. SECRETARY'S STATEMENTS THERE ON U.S. 
SECURITY POLICY IN NORTHEAST ASIA WAS CLEAREST AND MOST USEFUL 
MADE IN LONG TIME AND WENT FAR TOWARD LAYING TO REST PROBLEM 
AREAS WHICH JAPANESE COMMENTATORS HAD PERCEIVED IN SOME 
PREVIOUS EXPOSITIONS OP U.S. POLICY IN AREA. IN PARTICULAR, 

QUESTION OF POSSIBLE RESORT TO NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN ANY RENEWED 
KOREAN HOSTILITIES WAS EFFECTIVELY DEFUSED AS EMOTIONAL ISSUE 
BY SECDEF STATEMENTS IN ROK AND TOKYO THAT LIKELIHOOD OF
